US 4,739,478 to Roberts, et al discloses methods and apparatus for restructuring one 
or more debt obligations issued in the form of interest-bearing bonds, input parameters, 
principal outstanding in each sinking fund at each interest payment date, generating 
principal repayments for each sinking fund at each interest payment date, creating a 
new serial zero coupon issue, determine the market value of the new issue, settlement 
date and the maturity date, debt-for-debt exchange by calling the old bond and issuing 
the new (recourse), and computing net present value.
